| Parliament of all ſuch things as ſhall be fit to bemade known unto them, And ſhall endeavour ac-' 
cording to Inſtructions, that no Commanderor Officer ſhall receive any Pay, but fuch as duly at- 
tend their charge; And the ſaid Commiſhoners, or any of them are likewiſe to ſuperviſe ne! X4- * 

* minethe Muſters of the ſaid Army as occaſion ſhall require,and ſhafl ule the beſt meanesthey can . 
for preventing of dead payments, falſe Muſters, Free > ers. Plundering, Seizing of Horſes, 
ſelling, ſpoyling, or imbezelling of Armes,or Horſes ; And for the avoiding of any other miſdemea- 
nor intke Officers or Souldiers, which may turne to the prejudice of the Common-wealth. ; 

2. That the Commiſſioners repaire to the Counſels of Warre, forthe better wr. ow to 

"give an account to the Parliament of rhe proceedings in the Army, and there to heare, obſerve, and 

{ debate touching ſuch matters and paſſages, as may concerne cither the Regulating the Army, or any 

| part thereof, or ſpeedy adminiſtration of ſu ſtice, the ating or promoting of any _—_ ge the 
advancement of the publike ſervice, And that once in fiftecnedayes, or as occaſion ſhall require, 

| ' they areto certifie the ſtate of che Army, and give an accompt of their p Ings uhto the Par- 

| Tiament, or ſuch Committees as they ſhall nominate ; And ſhall from timeto time obſerve all ſuch further orders anddireQions con- 
cerning th&Army, and the Officers thereof, as ſhall be recommendedto their care by both or either of the Houſes of Parliament; And 
the ſaid Sir Tnomas Farreax Commander in chiefe, is hereby defired to admit the ſaid Commitfhoners to his Counſels, to ad- _ 
viſe with them, and to Arme them with power for the purpoſes aforeſaid, and the better execution'of the particular Rules and diretions 
herein mentionel. | | 

3. That the Judge Advocate-of the Army doe adminiſter an Oath to ſuch perfons. atteſting upon Muſters, as ſhall be preſented unte 
him for thediſcovery of falſe Muſters, or accuſing any perſon that ſhall violate the Articlesof Warre in caſe of Plunder, or otherwiſe 
commit any miſdemeanors, which may turne to the prejudice of the Common-wealth. And to take examinations thereupon, and pro- 
ducethem as Evidence at the Courts Marſhall, or elſewhere for the better execution of Juſtice, and eaſe of the Countries attendance; 
And for default, or in the abſence of theſaid Judge Advocate or Commiſſary, or otherwiſe as occaſion ſhall require, the ſaid Commil- 
ſioners, or any one of them, are hereby alſo aurhorizedto adminiſter an oath unto, and to take examinations thereupon, of all ſuch per- 
ſons atteſting, or that ſhall be witneſſes fo" the purpoſe aforeſaid. ; Fs | DA | 

4. That ſuch Horſes and Armes, as in Fight or otherwiſe, ſhall juſtly become prize to the Souldier, the Commiſſioners, for the en- 
couragement of the ſouldiers, are hereby authorized forthe uſe of the State, to buy the ſaid Horſes and Armes, for that the {ame maybe 
diſpoſed of, and kept for the ſervice of the State, And that no Horſebe bouzht or fola in the Army by Troopers or Souldiers, but ſuch 
25 ſhall be firſt preſented, Vouched, andentred with the Marke-Maſter,upon the penalty of forfeiting every Horſeto the State that ſhall 
not be vouched, and entred as aforeſaid ; Andevery ſuch bought Horſe to be marked by the Mark-Maſter, and diſpoſed of by the Com- 
miffioners for the Parliament ſervice, in ſuch a way asthe Commander in chiefe ſhall approve of. _ | 

5. That all Money, Plate, Tewels, Horſes, Armes, Goods, Catte!l, Wares, Merchandize, and Cofnmodities whatſocver, which 
ſhall be Seized, or taken by the ſaid Army, or any part thereof from the Common Enemies, or their Garrifons or Quarters ( otherwiſe 
then by Storme, Battell, or Skirmiſh ) ſhall be inventoried and delivered in writingto the Commiſhoners of the Army, to bee by the 
Commander in chiefe ( or his Deputy for that purpoſe) and the Commiſſioners, valued, fold or orherwiſe diſpoſed of, to the beſt ad- 
vantage of the Army, and the Publique (crvice. ; 

6. They ſhall to theirutmoſt endeavour, That no Officer or Souldier be quartered at any place, but by the Quarter-maſter, firſt 

ſhewing his Commiſſion if it be required, and by what - Authority hetakesup ſuch quarters, and giving a Ticket of the names of ey 
perſon which he ſhall quatter, expreſſing of what Regtment, Troope, or Company, the ſame perſon ſo quartered is, and the number of 
Horſes there quartered, and at whoſe houſe the ſamearequarteted, together with the day of the moneth, and that thereuntd the ſame 
Quartermaſter ſubſcribe hisname, ſaving that where,by reaſon of the great numbers of them,the names cannot be fo ſuddenly inſerted in 
"the Ticket as is requiſite ; Thenumbers for the preſenr ſhall be expreſſed in place of their names, and within one day after,or ſooner(if 
the ſame conveniently may be)the names of the pertons quartered, ſhall by the Quarter-maſter be written upon or under ſuch Ticket. 

7. That noquarteror proviſions, for man or horſe in any quarters, be taken without payment of ready money, but in caſe of nece(- 

_ ſity for want of pay, which the Parliament will uſe all meanes poſſible to prevent, and which neceſſity isto be expreſſed in ſych Tickets 

as aforeſaid. And in caſe where any quarter'or proviſions ſhall be had or taken without payment as aforeſaid ; The Captaine or Quar- 

ter-maſter reſpeC&ively ſhall by writing under their,or oneof their hands, certifie what provifions have beeneſo had, within what time, 

by whom,and of what Regiment, Troop,and Company,from whom, and the value therof,and ſuch otherorder and dire&ions concerning 
the ſame, ſhall be purfued and obſerved, as the Commiſſioners ſhall appoint, whereby theparty to whom it is due may receive ſatisfa- 

Aion. Provided, that where the Army ſhall be upon the march, not ſtaying above foure and twenty houres ina place, the rate ſhall bee 

foure pence a night for Hay, three pence a night for Graſle, foure pence a peck for Oats, fix pence a peek for Peaſe and Beanes, and 

ſeven pencea peck for Barley and Malt, which proviſion of Barley and Malt is not to be taken but in caſe of necefſity, where no other 
graine for horſe meat is tobe had, As alfo eight pence a day for the dyet of every Trooper or horſe-man, ſeven pencea day for every Dra-- 

—=_ ir, and fix pencea day forevery foot Souldier, Pioner, Waggoner or Carter, that ſhall not be Officersby Commiſſion, or of the 

ife-guards troop. Provided alſo that theſe rates,or any of them ſhal be contifmed or altered for the former, or other time,as occaſion 
ſhall appeareto the Commiſſioners, & to be approved of by the Commander in chiefe. Provided that no Inhabitant to whatſoever ſhall | 
becompelled to furniſh any proviſion but what he hath in his houſe of his owne,and that no Officer or Souldier ſhall cotnpell him/to - 
do otherwiſe upon paine of caſhiering, or ſuch other puniſhment as the Commander in chicfe ſhall rhinke fir. OY Es 
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
